Yet the ZNP is not properly an 
Arab party.

But 
the ZNP could not have won a majority 
of seats without the support of large 
numbers of Afro-Shirazis. Babu, as one 
of the architects of the ZNP, was himself 
always attacked as an “‘Arab.”

Babu turned against the ZNP after his 
release from prison, where he had served 
a sentence for sedition, in 1963.
